Chevrier Calls Tories 
Inept And Inefficient

The Honourable Lionel Chevrier, former Minister of Transportation, accused the government 
of ineptness, indecision, and confusion, In an address to the Liberal Club at Str George yesterday. 



"If there is trouble in the world 
today, and wc know there Is", he 
■aid, "there Is also trotible is Ca- 
nada,- because we have at the helm 
of affairs, an inept vgoyetiiment, 
which can't make up Its; mind,. la 
hesitant and confused,' and bas 
fumbled many times". 
I He went on to -attack the gov- 
ernment on its trade policy » in- 
definite; labour — lack of vigour; 
finance — one deficit after an- 
other; and transport — no policy 
to deal with the question of civil 
aviation, 

TRADE 

Discussing trade, policy, he des- 
cribed the Common l&ket as "the 
most successful' economic group of 
our day." Canada should hé doing 
sometlUng about it, he claimed. 
Instead, she places Britain in à dif- 
ficult position by ganging iip on 
her and saying "You shall not 
join". 

He sketched the government's 
vacillating attitude toward the is-, 
sue, : and concluded that "since 
Dicfcnbakcr has been in office. Ca- 
nada's relations with the United 
States and Britiain have never been 
worse". 

In the field of labour, ho declar- 



ed, "there has' been no positive, 
vigorous policy to deal .with ' un- 
employment".f Last year,.- before 
the-House .Bdjdurned for the sum- 
mer, the Uinister of Labour called 
a meeting to set out the steps that 
had 1>een taken to alleviate unem- 
ployment At: the enid of the' meet- 
ing, he was informed by a member 
of the opposition that. In the past 
year, 43,000 - Canadian5, 30,000 of 
them bom here, had emigrated to 
the United States. "Is it their poU- 
cy to cure unemployment by emig- 
ration?" 

Chevrier asserted that, during 
the four years the Conservatives 
have been in power, they have 
amassed a deficit of sliijhtly over 



IJS billion doUars. which BulUfies 
thé 1.0 biUion dollars the Liberals 
were able to pay'off^on^the na- 
tional- debt during their tenure, 
COYNE CASE 
Discussing the Coyne case, he 
stated that the only honourable 
course for Finance Minister Fle- 
ming, to have pursued was to re- 
sign. "Instead he chose to renudn 
on in the hope time would erase 
everything". 

"Thttt is three times more con- 
fusion in the Department of Trans- 
portation than any other Depart- 
ment. The present government has 
no definite policy to deal with It, 
and seems to intend to destroy air 
transportation."

ture of the Challenge." Wednes- 
day evening, Mr. Harry Schwartz, 
Specialist 'bn Soviet-Affairs for the 
New York Times, will deliver the 
closing keynote policy address, 
"One West: How Slnll We Res- 
pond ?"

Round And Round And • • • 

Truth is stranger than fiction. You have to see 
it to believe it. The show must go on. All these ex- 
pressions have been floating around" in our mind for 
the past few months, but Monday night's exercises 
seem to tiring the whole mess into focus — or out of 
focus, if you prefer. 

Consider, the situation. The United States seems 
to believe in the possibilities of isolated nuclear war- 
fare and the use of defensive nuclear weapons. So- 
viet Russia leans toward the policy of all-out war 
in the case of any nuclear àggression». And we sit 
on the fence with Bomarc missiles, unarmed, in our 
pockets, protests in our hands and an ineffective, 
civil defense program on the brain. 

, Looking at the Canadian picture more closely, 
we find a morass of energetic activity unaffected by 
factual knowledge or pre-examination. Fall-out shel- 
ters, bargain and deluxe models, are being built, 
secretly and. openly all over the country, although 
the public has never been informed of the realistic 
and exact probabilities of long-range survival of- 
fered by these tombs. Conflicting commentaries, are 
printed in our press on the alarming amount/ds yet 
undangerous degree, of radiation fall-out frbrn current 
atiTiospheric testing. A six-week civil defense training 
program is instituted by the Government with no in- 
centive — adequate pay or enforced guarantee of a 
return to formei* employment — whatsoever for high 
caliber enrollment. 

. The public is instructed on how to invest an eye 
on possible nuclear destruction; economic probabili- 
ties after a nuclear war; how to claim reparation 
from whoever-the-v|ctor-may-be. In effect, Canadians 
have all the equipment to "deal with the future but 
ore practically unarmed for present situations. - 

And now we come to Monday's efforts. W.h|le 
sirens were blaring — if they made driy'rioise at all — 
- end Montrealers were being told to go down to their 
basements and hide their heads under their mat- 
tresses, radio dnnouricers repeatedly droned that lhis 
was not on emergency. It might as well have been. 
Instead of taking this Q|3po^n[ty^to give Canadian 
citizens -o concise and {hstructiye^tecture oh the facts 
about radioactive fall-out, oh the pros and cons of 
fall-out shelters, on the effectiveness of defensive 
nuclear weapons, on Canada's stand and efforts on 
the International scene, the organizers of this civil 
defense exercise only pressed a little harder, on the 
pdnic button, as far as we, can determine "from the 
after effects. " V 

The closing sentence of the Montreal Star report 
seemed to sum of the whole thing up very nicely. 
"Despite one Civil defense worker who complained,' 
"I'm still not very sure what 'we ore supposed to bè 
doing," the Civil Defense machine operated calmly 
and smoothly." A lot of action but little knowledge.. 
If the authorities feel that we must engage in some 
defensive preparations, then these exercises must have 
a strong foundation in an informed public, or they , 
will turn into panic. 

■ For our part, we are spending all our spare time 
looking for the White Rabbit and Alice's tunnel, 
because we have a strange prernonitjon that we are 
in Wonderland already.

Candidates for seats in the House 
will come from the Liberal, Pro- 
gressive Conservative, and New 
Democratic Parties, and possibly 
the Joe Noon Society, an organiza- 
tion formed, about two weeks ago, 
with the purpose ot "preserving 
freedom". 

WESTERN 

At the Univcrsi.ty of Western 
Ontario, Huron College Head Stud- 
ent, Mike Vaughan, has criticized 
the Model Parliament now in ses- 
sion there. As a result, the Inter- 
political Council has been placed 
under the scrutiny of the Inter- 
nal Affairs Commission. 

The action was taken following
